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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the contacting module, 
the comparing module, the determining module, the downloading and installing module, 
the uninstalling module, and must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which It is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Regarding claim 1 : "the contact module, the determining module, the 
downloading and installing module, the uninstall module, and their functions" are subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Regarding claim 7: "the contact module, the determining module, the 
downloading and installing module, the uninstall module, the comparing module and 
their functions" are subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Regarding claims 2-6, 8-11: Claims 2-6, 8-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph because they depend on rejected claims 1 and 7. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see paragraph B, remarks, filed 10/23/2004, with respect 
to the rejection(s)of claim(s) 1 under 35 USC 102 (b) have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. The examiner has also 
updated the search and cannot locate any reference(s) that would allow the examiner to 
apply a prior art rejection. However, upon further consideration of the applicant's 
disclosure and Microsoft Press Computer Dictionary, a new ground(s) of rejection is 
made. 

According to Microsoft Press Computer Dictionary, a module has an interface 
that contains constants data types, variables, and routines that can be accessed by 
other modules or routines; and an implementation contains the source code that 
implements the routine in the module. 

According to the specification, it appears that the update program itself is a 
module (column 7, line 5, specification of the present invention). The specification does 
not describe the update module is built by other modules. From the definition of 
module; a module itself cannot contain another module because the interface and the 
implementation does not contain other interface and implementation. Therefore, if the 
update program is a module as described in the specification, it is not possible for the 
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update program to have other modules such as the contact module, uninstalling module 
etc.
